JUSTICE WRIGHT SCORED 


'Dsclared to Have Displayed an "In- 


temperate and Vindictive Spirit" In 
Sentencing Labor Leaders to Im- 


prisonment—Judge Should Be Dis- 


obeyed If Necessary For Preserva- 
tion of People's Liberties 


Washington, Jan. 22.—"We have

Loving liberty as freemen 


do, as we do, it cannot he-difficult to 
appreciate what incarceration, in pris- 
on would mean lor us. To ask pardon 
would render useless all the trial and 
sacrifice which our men of labor and 
our friends in all walks of life have 
endured that the rights and liberties 
of our people might be restored. Such 
a pardon would only leave the whole 
case in confusion, and it would have 
to be fought over again from the he- 
beginning." •

Messrs. Gompers, Mitchell and Mor- 
rison, in the current number of the 
American Federation 1st.

protests against the action of Justice 
Wright in sentencing thorn to impris- 
onment for,contempt of court in the 
Bucks Stove and Range ease. 


Mr. Gompers refers to the "intemp- 


erate and vindictive spirit displayed 
by the justice" and to "this tirade of 
judicial abuse and misrepresentation" 
in a. separate statement, bnt he joins 
with Mitchell and Morrison in de- 
claring that they would not "enter in- 
to competition with 
the 
honorable 


court, in the use. of invectives, rancor 
or scathing denunciation" 
and that

sent." 


Judges Sometimes Tyrants 


That the trio of labor leaders fully 


understand the responsibility they as- 
sume in. making their statements is 
sho'wn by their declaration that, even 
though they may be held In additional 
contempt, "we' are willing to accept 
the consequence.

Cows Horn is Useful. 


Scientifically cow's horn is a com1 


bination of phosphate of lime, gela- 
tin and albumen, and, like all na- 
ture's products, the ingredients are 
in the rigiht proportions to make the 
article useful to man, as well as to 
the animal that bears it.' 


The lime makes the born hard, but 


there is just enough lime to make it 
hard without making it brittle, and 
there Is just enough gelatin to make 
the horn easy to cut and shape. 


The core of the horn Is bone and 


to get that out the horn Is soaked 
in water for several weeks. 
When 


the core is taken out it is ground up 
and made into crucibles which ara 
.used, for melting gold and silver in. 


The outer end of the horn Is hard 


and solid and that is used for mak- 
ing knife handles :and other .-things 
The hollow part of the horn is soak- 
ed for half an hour or so in boiling 
water, when it becomes soft and maj 
easily be split with a knife. 


It is then spread out flat and put 


between- Ivon 
plates. 
There Is 
a 


time when these 
horn plates are 


made very thin by hard pressure, 
and used in windows and lanterns as 
we now use glass. 
They 
may 
be 


made quite translucent. 


When horn is heated it may be 


molded into almost any dasired torn. 
That is the way knife handles, but- 
tons and other articles are made.— 
Chicago News. 


LOCK OX POISON BOTTLE. 


New Safeguard Device By a French 


Inventor to Avoid Poisoning. 
In order to prevent persons from

Bottles have been made In a variety 
of shapes and sizes, but probably tho 
most Ingeunlous device is a bottle 
which has been recently devised by 
a French Inventor which is supplied 
with a lock and key so that there 
could be no possibility of error.

make five quarters from every ounce 
quarters that ring true and have 
every appearance of the real thing.—
